We A re a P e o p le o f Ilmmgatt** » m i P ro f ­ 
lig a te Spendthrifts. 
Two o f o ur natio nal characteristics are 
I 
o ing to preserve the equilibrium o f these 
lessed United States. 
In the first place 
Ihe American lo ve o f danger, in the aec- 
vnd place the American indifference to 
Lo me. 
Few Americans, who are the 
co st reckless o f mo rtals, are o nly happy 
when tempting fate o r daring Pro vidence 
thro ugh so me medium o f mental excite­ 
ment and ¡» erso nal danger. 
It will I*» 
difficult to co nvince future histo rians o f 
us as a race that we did no t prefer rid­ 
ing o n a can o f dynamite to repo sing o n 
an inno cuo us do wn cushio n. 
The lo ve o f 
telf preservatio n which is implanted in 
man seems to lie entirely subservient to 
the lo ve o f peril in the average Ameri­ 
can. 
A rather nervo us individual re­ 
cently assured me that the tremo r which 
assailed him when he first began to travel 
o n the elevated railro ads in New Yo rk 
always added a zest to his ride, and when 
custo m wo re away that feeling lie was 
quite wretched. 
“ What did yo u wish sho uld happen to 
yo ur" I asked, to humo r what I lielieved 
to be an affectatio n. 
“Just what did happen the o ther day,** 
he respo nded, with a slight shrug o f his 
sho ulders. 
“ I wanted to be in an acci­ 
dent. 
1 never have been in an accident 
and I have do ne so me pretty risky things. 
It is pro bably the same feeling that im- 
I*els a l>oy to skate o n thin ice, walk o n 
j-caked fences and sco o t acro ss a railro ad 
track when the engine’s co ming. 
My 
theo ry is that half o f the great inven­ 
tio ns are the results o f innate reckless­ 
ness. 
The invento r o f electricity may 
have been a thinker, but he was a bo y 
first! And do yo u believe a timid wo man 
wo uld ever have dreamed o f building an 
L ro ad? She likes it no w she has go t it, 
lur the gentler sex are pro verbial fo r 
rushing m where angels fear to tread, 
and who amo ng 
yo ur acquaintances 
wo uld hesitate to cro ss the o cean in fo ur 
days if any means co uld be invented to 
co ndense the vo yage to these brief di­ 
mensio ns?” 
The fact is, this perso n is tho ro ughly 
American. We do like to be scared. 
As 
to the seco nd characteristic, the indiffer­ 
ence to ho me, we shall never lie anything 
but ro o mers. 
Perhaps as Americans lie- 
co me mo re and mo re imbued with fo r­ 
eign custo ms they will cultivate the “an­ 
cestral hall” feeling and thro w o ut tho se 
ro o ts which must cling to the hearth* 
rfo ne where their fathers have sat befo re 
them. 
The American co nstitutio n, the 
Jaws o f this happy co untry, are no t ex­ 
actly in acco rd with family ro o f trees, 
1 » o we ver much they may be with the 
genealo gical specimens, but why as so o n 
ns a rich man has budded himself a palace 
and filled it with treasures he wants to 
get o ut and build ano ther is unacco unt­ 
able. save that, being American, he can­ 
no t help himself. 
It is no t merely the unrest o f | Hisses- 
¡-io n that seizes him. 
lie is impelled by 
a lo ve o f change, that natural fickleness 
which makes him dissatisfied with that 
particular side o f the street o r the archi­ 
tectural plan o f certain ro o ms, and so in 
a brace ox years the palace is to let fur* 
l imbed o r it as in the market, and milo rd, 
with his family, wandering in the fo ur 
quarters o f the glo be.—Bo sto n Herald.
